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HOUSING: THE OBJECTIVE 


HE housing question has faced us as our 
bs greatest social problem since 1919, and the 
15 years which have intervened have not 
given us any definite solution. Modes of attack 
have been many and various, and a gigantic task 
has been accomplished. Unfortunately, the lower- 
paid worker and the slum dweller remain where 
they were. Our efforts have done little more 
than keep arrears at bay, and the looked for effects 
of “filtration”? have ever been far slower and 
less effective than many people had imagined 
would be the case. We seem at last to have 
arrived at a clear objective, and we may take 
as our aim the building of one million houses 
within the next ten years, to be let at a gross figure 
of ten shillings per week. Whether or no we con- 
sider the number too low or the time too short 
to allow of. adequate organisation, we may pro- 
visionally accept the programme and _ consider 
some of the suggestions which have been put 
forward from various quarters. 

In 1919 the general feeling was that each family 
should, wherever possible, live in a house of its 
own, in order to engender house pride and to 
give the occupant a sense of responsibility as 
owner. Experience has shown, however, that this 
ideal does not exist as a possibility when we are 
dealing with the lower-paid worker, to whom a 
house, which he may frequently have to change, 
is a thoroughly bad form of investment. The 
Minister of Health has been criticised on the grounds 
that he has not indicated how many of the 45,000 
“C” class houses, built during the half-year ending 
March 31 last, were to let and how many are for 
sale. Many of these houses also appear to have 
been let at rents far in excess of the all-in ten 
shillings above referred to as indispensable. 

If we are to embark upon a continuous national 
campaign—and there would seem to be no alter- 
native—the first essential must be to prepare a 
full national survey so that we may know exactly 
how great is the deficit and how it is locally dis- 
tributed. What we have done in the past is really 
beside the point, except in so far as past history 
helps us to avoid past errors. We have already 
referred in these columns to the lesson learned 
during the 1919-21 national drive, which showed 
clearly that unless every requirement in labour 
and materials is provided for and organised in 
advance the scheme is in danger from labour 
shortage and prohibitive costs, this risk being 
greatly intensified when popular clamour demands 
excessive speed at the outset. In connection with 
organisation, Mr. Alfred Bossom considers it essen- 
tial that the Time and Progress Schedule should 
be insisted on throughout the length and breadth 
of any Government scheme ; indeed, he considers 
that our failure to utilise it in the past has sent 
up the cost and delayed the progress of every 
scheme so far undertaken. 

The policy at present under consideration in- 
cludes a proposal to grant subsidies wherever 
housing is particularly expensive. “‘ Private enter- 
prise,” according to a well-informed correspondent, 
“is ‘not, apparently, capable of supplying the 
required houses without some form of assistance, 
and subsidies are an obvious expedient for bridging 
the gap”; but. subsidies are. highly undesirable, 


and nothing but extreme necessity can justify 
them. Many may have forgotten that, during the 
Addison scheme, the subsidy rose to £260 per 
parlour house, representing about three-fourths 
of the total cost of such a house in 1913; the con- 
stantly rising rates of subsidy, during that period, 
just about kept pace with the increase in the cost 
of building. Another point which is often over- 
looked is that subsidies given indiscriminately to 
houses containing a certain area too often go to a 
class of person who wants a week-end, bungalow 
and who is in no need of State assistance. These 
considerations show that subsidies should be most 
carefully safeguarded, and the wisest course might 
well be to limit the area that qualifies for subsidy 
to the smallest type of house and, at the same time, 
institute a means test to prevent well-off people 
from adding to the burden which the subsidy 
imposes on public funds. 

The principle of differential renting is a form of 
subsidy that has much to commend it. It is elastic ; 
it faces the plain fact that the help given is definitely’ 
relief from public funds and not a State bonus, 
and it averts the creation of highly undesirable 
tenant rights. Family incomes fluctuate, and 
the household that can barely pay ten shillings 
at one period will be better situated when work 
improves and employment is found for all the 
adult members. Under the flat-rate subsidy no 
account is taken of fluctuations of income and 
(which is more insidious) the relief received is not 
regarded as a dole but as a premium or bonus 
attached to the house. In Leeds and elsewhere 
experiments in differential renting have shown that 
the principle is perfectly practicable in application. 
The employment of trained house property man- 
agers is essential for effective administration in 
the collection of rents, in gauging the families’ 
circumstances, and in bringing the human element 
into administrative machinery. The relationship 
between landlord —whether private or municipal— 
and tenant should be essentially human and the 
fault in many large schemes has lain in the neglect 
of the human factor. 

A further point which requires some consideration 
is the type of house required by the agricultural 
labourer. It by no means follows that the areas 
of rooms which are regarded as minimum areas 
in urban conditions might not be modified in rural 
conditions where unlimited space, sun and air are 
enjoyed ; neither could we arrive at a reasonable 
rural standard without taking into account con- 
ditions as they exist and the differing conditions 
in various parts of the country. A _ national 
survey of housing conditions and requirements 
would have to take full account of the rural problem. 

The absence of continuous policy and determined 
handling in the case of the housing problem con- 
trasts strangely with the determination shown in 
the event of war. Fear, no doubt, is the main 
driving force behind the energy devoted to war, 
but patriotism, citizenship, and public duty should 
ensure that the housing problem be handled with 
no less energy than a war. War is destructive, 


housing is constructive in the highest and best 
sense; but the more nearly economic and the 
more self-supporting our housing policy the more 
surely can we look for success. 









NOTES 


A FURTHER instance of the 
conflict of utility and the 
ideal is given by a cor- 
respondent in a contem- 
porary, who, in comment 
upon the London County Council’s 
recent resolution to plan the County of 
London, points out that building opera- 
tions may be impeded by the retro- 
gressive action of such a scheme. 
According to this correspondent, once 
a planning scheme prepared by the 
Council has been approved by the 
Minister of Health, a building lease 
given by a landlord to a builder may 
not be safe “ if they enter into a build- 
ing agreement and the new building 
is put up, because the London County 
Council may remove, pull down, or 
alter it so as to bring it into conformity 
with the provision of the scheme, 
without the payment of compensa- 
tion.” This question is admittedly a 
difficult one. On the one hand, there 
is the urgent need to preserve order in 
the area; on the other, the danger of 
interfering with legitimate building 
development. The key to the solution 
would appear to lie in the word 
“ legitimate.” We must all agree that 
no single freeholder has the right to 
enrich himself at the expense of the 
other freeholders in the area ; provided 
the planning scheme is a wise one and 
that the freeholders in each area con- 
sidered have an opportunity of putting 
their case before the Council or the 
Minister, we think that little hardship 
will be done. As regards the retrogres- 
sive action of the scheme, cases of 
hardship may very possibly occur, and 
this, in our opinion, is a cogent reason 
why the L.C.C. should push on with the

It is amusing to spend a 
holiday in some little old fisherman’s 
cottage, but should we like it as a 
permanency ? It is doubtful. Artists 
must make faithful records of the 
picturesque buildings of a past age. 
Those which are little masterpieces 
of their period should be reconditioned 
and taken over by the local authority ; 
the accommodation they thus would 
provide is badly needed in rural areas.

correspondent. British builders and 
contractors must look with a certain 
amount of envy at the contracts given 
to foreigners. The main buildings 
have been built by Continental firms, 
and British firms have had to be 
contented with the contracts for the 
metal window frames and for book- 
shelves in the library. The cost will 
be over £1,000,000, exclusive of the 
cost of the library, which is being paid 
by a grant from the Rockefeller Fund. 
The total length of the new buildings 
is nearly a quarter of a mile. The area 
is approximately 18,000 sq. yards, 
and there is almost as much cubic 
capacity in the League’s new home 
as there is in the Palace of Versailles. 
Some idea of the number of officials 
connected with the League may be 
gained from the fact that there are 
550 separate rooms in the Secretariat 
building alone, Various Governments 
have given contributions in kind to- 
wards the decoration and furnishing 
of the building. The Union of South 
Africa has given panelling for the 
Committee Room; New Zealand the 
panelling of a room; Australia a 
Presidential Platform for the Assembly 
Hall; India furniture for the office 
of the President of the Assembly ; 
Holland decoration and furniture for 
the office of the Secretary-General, 
while Persia has sent a number of 
carpets. 


THE transfer of churches 
from the centre of our 
cities to outlying post- 
war housing estates is by 
no means uncommon. The 
stones, for example, of the old Church 
of St. Peter-at-Arches, in the centre 
of Lincoln, have been moved to the 
Corporation estate of St. Giles, and 
used to build a new church of the same 
main design. One result of the transfer 
of the church of St. Andrew, Wells- 
street, London, to the growing suburb 
of Kingsbury, is that at last this 
building of the Gothic revival can be 
properly appreciated. . According to 
the recent report of the Council for 
the Care of Churches, the interior now 
looks far finer than before, as_ its 
artistic treasures can be seen as they 
never could be when the building was 
surrounded by houses.

constructed by them, and to prevent 
new access to such roads being ob- 
tained. The Minister of Transport, 
who performed the ceremony of opening 
the road, is reported also to have said 
that the powers the council had ob- 
tained would prevent any danger of 
this road becoming converted into a 
“ street,” and that the county councils 
of Middlesex and Essex had obtained 
similar powers. He added that the 
Town and Country Planning Act, 1932, 
enabled all local authorities to apply 
some safeguarding measures, but in 
connection with the Minister of Health 
he was examining the situation and 
the sufficiency of the present powers. 
The Minister of Transport expressed 
approval of the manner in which the 
council had used the powers they had 
obtained in connection with this road, 
and it seems clear that it would be ad- 
vantageous to introduce some such 
method in the public statute, and not to 
encourage the multiplication of local 
Acts of Parliament. 


Many years ago the late 


Labour Mr. Clutton-Brock, in his 
se study of William Morris, 
~ na: : pointed out that the phrase 


labour-saving is elliptical, 
and means “machinery which saves 
the cost of labour, not the labour 
itself, which will be expended, when 
saved, on tending other machines.” 
The economic significance of the phrase 
interests us because of the aesthetic 
consequences to the art of building. 
If it is true, as held by many econom- 
ists, that labour costs were doubled 
without justification in terms of pro- 
duction, we are prepared for their 
answer, that the enormous increase 
in machinery and scientific research 
is the obvious and natural respense— 
to cheapen and increase production 
and demand by neutralising high 
labour costs in terms of the article 
produced. In submitting the theory, 
we are less concerned about its accuracy 
than its significance and the inferences 
that might be drawn when considering 
the future of the art of building.

‘tendee this and the facing page, 
a correspondent writes 
as follows: “ During a 


recent tour of the West of England 
I was struck by the great amount of 
building work going on that has little 
or no relation to local traditional 
practice. The craze for ‘ Modernism,’ 
or, at any rate, something foreign to 
the tradition of the locality, seems 
to be spreading rapidly through the 
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country. Why is it, too, that with 
excellent local building materials avail- 
able, we so frequently find ‘ foreign ’ 
and often quite unsuitable materials 
being used, introducing discord where- 
all hitherto has been harmony? It 
is seldom that a simple modern re- 
quirement cannot be satisfactorily ex-: 
pressed in a traditional manner of 
design and a local material. Such 
quiet, homely and expressive examples: 
of traditional work as those I have 
‘snapped’ are thoroughly English in 
feeling and will never become out- 
moded, as so much ‘ modern’ work is 
bound to become before many years: 
have passed. I suggest that architects,. 
especially those in country districts, 
might well turn more to this class of 
work for inspiration in the design of 
their smaller domestic and business: 
buildings. It is distressing to see the 
old country towns aping the fashionable 
manners of the Metropolis.” 


THERE is an aspect of 
building that seems to 
us to be overlooked by 
those who see in efficiency 
of purpose and structure: 
the whole art of building. There are 
buildings that have surprised many 
a mind into a sudden apprehension 
of beauty—buildings that give a wider 
interpretation to efficiency than the 
bare programme of duty. Rupert. 
Brooke stated a universal truth in 
the personal observation that he had 
often noticed in the early morning, 
and again about sunset, that “the 
skyscrapers are no longer merely the 
means and local convenience for“men 
to pursue their purposes, but acquire 
that characteristic of the great build- 
ings of the world, an existence and 
meaning of their own.”

Low-rented Flats. 

Sir Enoch Hill, the President of the Halifax 
Building Society, is providing flats contain- 
ing a living-room, a bathroom, a scullery, 
larder and three bedrooms, for a rent, in- 
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cluding rates, of 10s. a week. He has built 
44 dwellings at Hipperholme, about three 
miles out of Halifax. Of these 36 are now 
occupied. The density is less than 12 to the 
acre, and there are well-laid-out gardens. The 
houses are built of stone up to the first floor, 
with stuccoed-brick above. ‘The building in- 
cludes copper piping throughout. The bath- 
rooms are lined with black and white tiles, 
and there are steel casement windows. The 
roads are made up, and no charges fall upon 
the tenants beyond the weekly rent, which, 
inclusive of rates, is 10s. for a flat and 11s. 
for a two-story house. The accommodation 
has been applied for many times over, and it 
has therefore been possible to make a careful 
selection of suitable tenants. 


Irish Official Architects’ Remuneration. 


Speaking before the Civil Service Commis- 
sion in Dublin, on behalf of the architectural 
staff of the Office of Public Works, Mr. W. 
M. Fairweather stated that it was believed 
that if the entire cost of the Board’s architec- 
tural services was considered in relation to 
the entire output of work, it would be found 
that the State was receiving services at rates 
far below the ordinary professional scale of 
charges, 

The following increased scales of remunera- 
tion were proposed :—Principal architect, 
£1,250 as a fixed amount; architects, £650— 
rising by £25 to £900; deputy principal archi- 
tect, the same plus £100; assistant architect, 
£200—£20 to £600, with maxima of £400 and 
£500 for Grade III and II assistant architects 
respectively ; senior assistant architects to be 
£600 maximum, plns cost of living bonus.

Unemployment Committee ask us to express

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WORKING-CLASS FLATS, SALISBURY. 


These flats have been erected for Messrs. 
Courts, Ltd., in Ashley-road, Salisbury. The 
block comprises twelve flats, eight with two 
bedrooms and four with three bedrooms. 
Each flat contains a living-room of good size, 
scullery, bathroom, larder, coal store and 
w.c. Construction is entirely in brick, no 
breeze block or like material being used. 
Each flat has a front door and back door 
leading direct to the open air. The front 
doors to the first floor flats are on the ground 
floor, and from them independent concrete 
stairways lead up to the dwellings. The 
back doors of all flats give direct access to 
the common drying ground at the rear, and 
here the first floor dwellings have indepen- 
dent iron staircases. The living-room of each 
first-floor flat has a private balcony, so 
placed as to obtain the maximum amount of 
sunshine. Every bedroom has a fireplace. 
The amount of the building contract for the 
work, including the paths, fencing, cycle 
sheds and paved drying ground, was £3,179, 
and cost of the site was £600. The builders 


were Messrs. Sims, Bros., of Verwood, 
Dorset, and the following were sub-con- 
tractors :—Turner’s ‘‘ Poilite’’ small pat- 


tern brown asbestos pantiles, laid by Ellis 
Partridge and Co., Ltd., of Leicester; The 
Kleine Co., floors; Dibben and Sons, Ltd., 
Southampton, ironwork (staircases, balustrad- 
ings, etc.); The Gillingham Pottery Co., 
Ltd., bricks. The building (illustrated on 
page 304) is finished in white stucco. 


Messrs. Bothams and Brown, L.R.I.B.A., 
of Salisbury, are the architects.

The Advisory Panel System. 

Srr,—As your readers are aware, a system 
whereby the architectural profession can give 
assistance to the local authorities, as to the 
passing or rejection of plans submitted to 
them for approval under the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1932, has been in 
existence for some years. This system is gen- 
erally known as the ‘‘Advisory Panel System.”’ 
A report by a sub-committee of the Central 
Panels Committee, upon the extension of the 
existing organisation has now been approved 
by all the bodies concerned, namely, the 
C.P.R.E., the Institute of Builders, and the 
R.1.B.A. 

In order that the architect members of 
these panels may work on recognised and 
approved lines and also may be relieved of 
very difficult decisions where plans are sub- 
mitted to them by their brother architects, 
the following Code of Procedure is being 
sent to the secretaries of the panels for their 
guidance :— 

(1) The decision of a panel to advise a 
local authority to disapprove plans should 
only be given in cases where the design is 
illiterate and injurious to the locality, and 
should not depend upon questions of style 
or personal preference. 

(2) Where plans submitted by properly 
qualified persons come up for review by 
the panel, before advice be given to the 
local authority to disapprove such plans, 
attempts should be made by personal inter- 
view with the applicant if possible, to 
arrive at a satisfactory solution. Where 
such an attempt fails upon an important 
scheme, reference should be made to a 
special committee, consisting of five (5) 
members of the Art Standing Committee of 
the R.I.B.A. and four (4) members of the 
Central Panels Committee. 

By the approval of the report it is hoped 
that the Panel System may become more and 
more widely used and thus that there may 
gradually be an improvement in the general 
standard of design; and by regularising ‘the 
functions and general attitude of the panels 
themselves toward the plans submitted to 
them, that the architectural profession itself 
will work together for a high object—which 
is common both to itself and the public at 
large.

Modern English Furniture. 


S1r,—I was interested to see Sir Benjamin 
Drage’s recent statement in a communication 
to your columns that the employment of steel 
in place of wood for furniture and_ interior 
decoration was a passing phase which is now 
declining. There is, however, rather more 
in the matter than that. Actually there is 
now being produced a new period in furni- 
ture which is likely to be as notable as that 
of Louis Quinze, Chippendale or Hepplewhite. 

The last ten years or so have seen the pro- 
duction of an assortment of new and startling 
styles, all of which had their day and have 
been forgotten. It would, perhaps, appear 
that this age, such an historic one in other 
respects, has sponsored no distinctive form of 
furniture, but has merely been notable for its 
chaotic ideas. 

It now seems, however, that that period 
was one of preparation, for, in the past three 
or four years, the medley has shown signs 
of resolving itself, and there is now discerni- 
ble a tendency in the direction of a single 
purpose. The age of fantastic shapes, of steel 
and glass furniture is ending. Steel furniture 
will always have its market for hotel and 
restaurant use, but the use of beautiful wood 
for domestic furniture will always be pre- 
dominant in the English mind. This present 
period will go down to history as an age 
of simplicity and dignity in line and form, 
stripped of everything curious or ornate. It 
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is thus a perfect expression of our own time. 
A most notable aspect of the new school of 
furniture design, however, is that greater use 
is being made of timbers from the British 
Empire, and the discovery ‘that exceedingly 
beautiful woods are available from the 
Dominions and’ Colonies. | Some successful 
examples are Queensland walnut, Queensland 
siitky oak, Indian silver greywood, Canadian 
birch, Bombay rosewood and many others. 
White sycamore grown in the British Isles is 
also deservedly fashionable at the moment. 
he very important exhibition of British 
Art in Industry, of which the committee is 
under the presidency of H.R.H. the Prince 
of Wales, at the Royal Academy next spring, 
will show that Britain leads the world in fur- 
niture ‘design. Berry JoeEL. 


REALISM 
By JOHN ANGUS. 


I rounp it interesting to meet again—but 
in print—one of Mr. Harold Nicolson’s 
wireless talks. It is one of a series which 
he gave in 1930-31, an early date, really, 
considering the speed of movement in 
changes of thought. His talk upon ‘“‘ The 
Haig Statue ’’ did undoubtedly fix in the 
minds of many people a conception of 
sculpture that was illuminating and worth 
remembering. He described the angry con- 
test, and though he welcomed the sudden 
awakening of public interest, he felt that, on 
one side as much as the other, there had 
been muddled thinking and even muddled 
statement. The issue, he pointed out, was 
far wider and more important than that of 
an individual statue of a great soldier; the 
issue was really between the artist and the 
public. 

Mr. Nicolson dealt first with those who 
want and expect a statue to be what they 
call ‘‘ like.’’ They want to be able to recog- 
nise the man himself, and everything about 
him; they want the baton of a Field-Marshal 
to be an exact reproduction of a real baton; 
the star of a particular Order must be an 
exact replica of a real star; the horse must 
be immediately recognisable as a horse, and 
all the accoutrements must be reproduced 
precisely as they would appear in steel or 
leather. To reduce the thing to an absurdity, 
he suggested that the statue to be ae 
“like ’’ should consist of a real horse 
stuffed and properly accoutred, and a real 
mummy figure dressed in the exact uniform 
and preserved under a glass roof. ‘‘ No- 
body,”’ he said, ‘“‘ has suggested anything so 
ridiculous. Yet the moment you depart 
from this exact representation you leave the 
sure ground of absolute accuracy and enter 
upon the shifting ground of relative il'usions. 
... All artistic representation is an illusion.”’ 

Turnmg to the point of view of the 
artist, it was ‘suggested that if he were a 
sensible artist he would admit at once that 
if 80 per cent. of people thought a statue 
‘‘ unlike ’’ its subject, that statue probably 
is unlike its subject. But he would contend 
that ‘‘ the public only recognise what they 
expect to see. Their eyes have to be trained 
by the unexpected before they can appreciate 
the unusual.’’ And so by easy stages Mr. 
Nicolson brought it down to this—that it 
would be quite possible to make a bronze 
statue correct to the last button, and it 
would at once be recognised by the public 
for what it was meant to be. The public 
might even like it for a few weeks; after 
that they would never look at it again. 
‘And why? Simply because there was 
nothing to learn from it, simply because it 
added. nothing to what they already knew. 
. . . There are many statues in London 
which belong to this category. . . . They are 
to you no more significant than lamp-posts 
or pillar boxes. A lamp-post’ is exactly like 
a lamp-post, and therefore you never notice 
it. A statue which is also like what you 
expect it to be arouses in you no response 
whatsoever.”’ 

It must be admitted that this is a homely 
and intelligible explanation of a profound 
aesthetic truth. It raised the basic question 
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whether 4a statue is supposed to be a repre- 
sentation or a work of art, and exposed the 
weakness of the representation argument, 
since, “‘no bronze statue can, in fact, be 


anything more than a suggestion of an 
illusion, and ‘likeness’ is, in any case, 
impossible.” 


Other interesting points that emerge from 
this talk are that the public has now be- 
come vocal and literate on the subject of 
public statues, and that being so, the public 
no doubt feels that any given statue should 
respond to the feelings of those who erected 
it. We see, therefore, the birth of a new 
influence in the social conditions controlling 
public art, while ‘the artist feels always 
that he is creating for posterity; the public, 
inevitably and rightly, care only for the im- 
mediate moment.’’ There are grounds for a 
quarrel with this last sentence. If the public 
is going to take a hand in matters of 
aesthetics, it is evident that misplaced in- 
dignation can run on for months, and even 
years, without any understanding of what 
art really means. As an age, it may be 
thoroughly up-to-date and care only for the 
immediate moment, but, in any healthy 
state, art has a far bigger claim than that. 

But the problem is very much more com. 
plicated in these days. There are distinct 
signs that the issue Letween the artist and 
the public is becoming wider. It becomes 
wider as the distinction between realness and 
representation becomes confused. It really 
becomes a fine point whether the artist, if he 
claims to know so much about our real 
selves, is not a bigger realist than he 
imagines. If his thonghts are merely an ex- 
pression of himself, then he is a realist in 
another but a true sense. 

Similarly, in the early days of Post-Im- 
pressionist painting, the apologists tried to 
explain that an artist could set out to paint 
a tree, universally recognisable as a tree, but 
the aim of the new art could be described as 
trying to paint the ‘ treeness’’ of the tree. 
In the light of up-to-date developments it 
almost begins to appear that ‘‘ expressionist ”’ 
is merely another word for another kind of 
realist. This is an age of realism—whatever 
that may mean—and one can almost believe 
that the stuffed horse, as sculpture, is not 
so ridiculous as it seems—at leak. for an 
age that could easily disguise the artistic 
objective under another name. ‘‘ There are 
some painters,’’ says Mr. Ivor Brown, “ who 
consider that a work of art will certainly 
be achieved by covering canvas with a de- 
sign suggesting that a proposition of Euclid 
has collided with a sky-scraper. ... Let a 
proposition in logic collide with a steam- 
roller and the answer is the Pure Essence 
of Poesy.” 

There is too much parade of functionalism 
or realism, and we are too often asked, in 
illustrations and captions, to admire the 
simple directness of the lavatory basin 
staring us in the face in the entrance hall. 
There is no attempt to hide it; that fact 
is claimed as a virtue. Exactly: it may be 
unique and it may be bold, but it is as 
Johnson said of Gray, merely dull in a new 
way. Personally, I find it difficult to be- 
lieve that there is a great deal of cleverness 
in merely extending the boundaries of 
realities. Cities have sewers.

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THE SANCTUARY OF OUR LADY OF 


WALSINGHAM. 


FOUNDED 1061: DESTROYED 
THERE is a tradition in the English Church 
that a few years prior to the Norman inva- 
sion, during the reign of Edward the Con- 
fessor, Our Lady appeared in a vision to the 
Lady Richeldis de Favraches, owner of the 
Manor of Walsingham, bidding her build a 
replica of the Holy House of Nazareth as 
a witness and a Shrine of the Mystery of 
the Incarnation. That the truth of the 
vision might not be doubted, we are told, 
a sign was given in the form of a spring of 
«clear water which suddenly welled up from 
the ground, and this was assumed by Lady 
Richeldis and her chaplain to be also an 
indication that the spring marked the site 
‘on which the Holy House should be built. 
In 1061, this little house, or shrine, measur- 
ing 23 ft. 6 in. long by 12ft. 10 in. wide, was 
erected in timber. During the early years of 
the twelfth century the shrine was placed 
under the guardianship of the Canons of St. 
Augustine, for whom Jeffery de Favraches, 
the son of the foundress, erected a priory 
church and monastic buildings. This Augus- 
tinian house was enlarged during the four 
hundred years of its guardianship, from 
1184 to 1536, but the Holy House always 
stood as an isolated building throughout this 
period. In course of time the small wooden 
structure, which had grown to be greatly 
venerated, was enclosed within a stone build- 
ing erected to form a protective covering. 
It remained in this state until the dissolu- 
tion of monasteries by Henry VIII, in 1536, 
when the priory buildings were demolished 
and the shrine and enclosing chapel so com- 
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1536: RECONSTRUCTED 1931. 
erage destroyed that the exact site was 
ost. 

During the period of Augustinian guardian- 
ship this shrine became one of the most 
famous places of pilgrimage in the Christian 
Church—one to which men and women in 
every sphere of life journeyed from all parts 
of Europe. Its great fame was partly due 
to the medicinal properties of the water con- 
tained in the piscenas or holy wells, which 
was derived from the original and traditional 
source of the spri Great numbers of sick 
persons made the pilgrimage to Walsingham, 
as one to-day goes to Lourdes. Since the 
reconstruction it is reported that well over 
7,000 people visited the sanctuary at Wal- 
singham in 1931. 

The buildings covering these wells were 
to the east of the priory church, but all 
that exists to-day are the remains of the two 
ruined wells and a square stone bath, be- 
lieved to have been formed after the Disso- 
lution. The shrine stood in a courtyard to 
the north of the priory church and to the 
east of the common place. In the north-east 
corner of the court there stood one of the 


entrance gates to the priory precincts, known’ 


as the Gate of the Knight, which opened 
into the square or open space existing to-day 
at the head of Knights-street. 

In 1931 it was decided to erect a new 
chapel to contain the shrine which, in 1921, 
had been restored in the guilds chapel of the 
parish church. It was further decided that 


the new chapel and shrine should be built 
as nearly as possible upon the traditional 
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site of the ancient building, and be recon- 
structed and planned in accordance with 
information derived from the records of 
Erasmus, William of Worcester, and from 
other sources, so that the new building should 
as nearly as possible conform to the old 
conditions prevailing at the time of the 
Dissolution. 

When the excavations were commenced, 
the cobble paving of an ancient courtyard 
was discovered at a depth of about four feet 
below the surface, and further digging dis- 
closed within the compass of the external 
walling of the new building an ancient well 
completely filled in with earth and clay. On 
clearing out the débris from the well, a 
dozen or more soles of shoes of the late 
thirteenth and early fourteenth century 
were found, together with other medieval 
objects. In every case the soles had been 
worn through into holes, due in all proba- 
bility to many miles of walking. It needs 
no great stretch of imagination to picture 
pilgrims purchasing new shoes on arrival and 
throwing the old ones surreptitiously into 
the well. After the refuse had been cleared 
out, the well again filled with clear cold 
water. 

A careful examination of the construction 
of the lower parts of the stone lining of the 
well discloses, with little possibility of 
doubt, a Saxon origin. These discoveries 
indicate strongly that the present buildin; 
actually occupies the site of the origina 
shrine, and the well, now enclosed within 
the chapel, the original source of the spring. 
The Saxon stonework of the rim of the 
well can be clearly seen in the photogranh. 

The Holy House or Shrine, representing 
Our Lady’s House at Nazareth, has been 
erected to the known dimensions of the 
original building, and the walling built in 
rough and irregular courses of old Tudor 
bricks procured specially for the purpose. 
The little house is lighted from one small 
westerly window, as at Nazareth, and pro- 
vided with two doorways, opposite cne an- 
other, for the use of pilgrims, as was origin- 
ally the case in later years prior to 1536 at 
Walsingham. 

The front elevation, facing diagonally on 
to the new enclosing cobble-paved courtyard 
and the junction of Knights-street and Holt- 
road, is constructed of brick covered with 
Atlas White cement finished with a wood- 
float texture. The gable apex is about 40 ft. 
above the courtyard level, and is surmounted 
by a figure 7 ft. high of Our Lady and Child 
formed in silhouette out of a 3-in. oak 
plank, with the forms and draperies gilded 
and delineated by the shadows being picked 
out in black paint. The design is based on 
the well-known figure from Notre Dame, 
Paris. 

The remaining external walls are con- 
structed of flint work, common to the dis- 
trict, on a brick plinth with quoins and door 
and window jambs formed, in red_ bricks. 
The high-pitched roof is covered with red 
pantiles. Access to the chapel from the 
courtyard is by means of the low portico. 
On each side of the portico is a small chapel, 
and these chapels, together with the porch, 
form an extension to the original enclosing 
chapel to the shrine. 

On entering the chapel, one sees at a 
glance the general conception and relation- 
ship of the two buildings. Immediately 
facing the entrance is the east end gable 
wall of the Holy House, which has been 
built within the two farthest bays of the 
nave arcade to retain and convey the idea 
of the chapel being erected to enclose and 
protect the shrine. The chapel repeats the 
dimensions of the medieval building, which 
measured 48 ft. long by 30 ft. wide, and the 
north and south aisles to the first two bays 
of the nave have been continued in the form 
of ambulatories and connected at the western 
end by a transverse ambulatory formed by 
the addition of a. much narrower bay to the 
main arcade. 

Except for the piers, pilasters, arches and 
similar features, and dressings to windows 
and door openings, the whole of the internal 
walling visible in the chapel is plastered. 
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Knighton Street.

The internal walling of the shrine is, as 
previously mentioned, faced with old bricks 
to convey the impression of antiquity. The 
effect produced by the builder is remarkably 
good, A large number of carved stone frag- 
ments have been inserted in the outer faces 
of the walling of the Holy House, obtained 
from many famous abbeys and shrines, and 
given by persons interested in the restora- 
tion. Two beautifully carved corbels from 
Pershore Abbey have been inserted above 
the altar of the chapel. The suspended 
model of a ship was made and presented by 
an old retired ship’s captain as a thank- 
offering for all safe journeys. 

The discovery of the ancient well necessi- 
tated a slight modification in the planning 
by the formation of two short flights of 
steps, at the east end of the south ambu- 
latory, leading down to the original court- 
yard level. The position of the well in the 
centre of the second bay of the south arcade 
to the nave was not determined by an ad- 
justment of the ae on the site, but was 
actually disclosed in the position shown in 
the photograph. 

The builders were Messrs. H. Bullen & 
Son, Ltd., of Cromer, Norfolk, and the 
roof tiling was supplied and laid by Messrs. 
Roberts, Adlard & Co., Ltd. The building 
has been designed by Messrs. Milner and 
‘Craze, architects, of London. 





Housing im Scotland. 

It is announced by the Department. of 
Health for Scotland that the Secretary of 
State for Scotland has appointed a Com- 
mittee to advise on the subject of amenity in 
regard to the erection of houses for the work- 
ing classes. The Committee .is charged to 
consider how best architectural quality and 
amenity may be incorporated in the lay-out, 
planning, and external treatment of the 
houses in both town and country, having due 
regard to economy and cost. The Committee 
will also consider whether higher tenements 
than have hitherto been accepted should be 
permitted. The Committee consists of Mr. 
James R. Richmond (chairman), Mr. Thomas 
F.R.I.B.A., Mr. James Millar, 
(Glasgow), Mr. John Begg, 
(Edinburgh), Mr. F. C. Mears, 
, (Edinburgh), Mr. James Barr, 
S.I. (Glasgow), and Mr. John Wilson, 
.R.I.B.A., F.R.S.E., chief architect to the 
Yepartment of Health. 


BOOK REVIEWS 


Francesco di Giorgio Martini of Siena. By 
Setwyn Brinton, M.A. London: Besant 
& Co., 21, Orange-street. Price 12s. 6d. 


‘Painter, sculptor, engineer, civil and 
military architect, 1439-1502 ’’—these are the 
many qualifications of Francesco di Giorgio 
Martini. The son of a poulterer, he was 
born on September 23, 1439, and without 
reading, studying and examining the work 
illustrated in Mr. Brinton’s new book, one 
would be sceptical as to the character and 
quality of Martini’s work, but the author 
finds the material so abundant and rich that 
he has decided to divide the study of the 
master into two parts, this, the first, dealing 
with painting, religious subjects, Gabelle, 
miniatures, and decorative panels, and his 
great ‘‘ Treatise on Architecture,” reserving 
for a later volume his actual achievement in 
sculpture and architecture. It is nothing less 
than remarkable that such an output and 
quality of work, of which each subject seems 
to call for the study of a lifetime, should 
have been possible. One must conclude that 
in the period covered by the artist’s life, 
facilities for travel were few, and such as 
were available were tedious; but no doubt 
more time was given to study and work. 
After his marriage in 1467, Martini appears 
to have entered into a partnership with the 
Sienese painter and sculptor, Neroccio di 
Bartolommeo de Landi, which lasted until 
1475. 

Justice cannot be done to this volume in 
a short notice. One can only look at the 
illustrations in the volume and marvel at the 
genius of the artist, The composition of 
“* The Nativity,” Plate No. 8, with its archi- 
tectural background, leaves nothing to be 
desired. Examine the grace of the figures, 
the drapery and technique in the detail 
(see page 289). Their excellence denotes a 
loving care combined with high artistic 
taste. Plate No. 21, ‘‘ The Fortress of St. 
Leo,’? shows a remarkable piece’ of architec- 
tural engineering, perched on a hill top, a 
sheer precipice of rock formation. That the 
same hand and brain could produce two such 
different subjects is evidence of the many- 
sided accomplishments and ability of the 
great artists of the time. To the serious art 
lover this volume will be fascinating reading, 
written as it is by an author who is full of 
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enthusiasm “for, of, his

Design in Modern Life. Edited by Joun 
Guioac. London: George Allen & Unwin, 
Ltd. Pwrice 10s. 6d. net. 


Most of the chapters in this book have 
been based on the series of broadcast talks 
on ‘‘ Design in Modern Life,’’ which took 
place recently between experts. These talks 
have now been rewritten as essays for this 
publication. Each in its separate way is an 
interesting contribution, yet we are conscious 
of that lack of cohesion which seems almost 
impossible to avoid in any collection of essays 
by various hands. We are suspicious of in- 
consistency where we cannot be sure that 
the fundamental views held: by one artist, to 
express his concept of modern art, are the 
same views held by an artist in another 
sphere of art. For instance, we agree with 
the editor’s opinions upon machines, machine 
production and modern art, while disagree- 
ing with Mr. Maxwell Fry’s conception of 
the social state as an explanation of his 
manifestation of modern architecture. He 
may believe, and say, that it is imposed as 
a duty on the State to see that everyone is 
housed and that everyone has the means to 
live. It would be equally true for us to say 
that there are economic reasons which made 
houses a State responsibility in an artificial 
and unprofitable market, just as there are 
economic reasons why motor cars are cheap 
and plentiful and are not supplied to us by 
a beneficent State. The point would be in- 
significant if the faulty approach to a social 
problem did not cast a doubt upon his justifi- 
cation of his modern forms of building. It 
is evident that modern architecture is quite 
certain about our needs, and indeed about. 
how we ought to live. Perhaps that is why 
traditional architecture, as he admits, satis- 
fied our needs so harmoniously; it was not 
teaching us how to live, or the only way to 
live. The chapters on the Living Room, 
Clothes and Design, Design in the Kitchen, 
and the Design of Illumination, are much 
more helpful, since they deal with practical 
problems based upon an analysis of varying 
needs and conditions. The last chapter, by 
Mr. Frank Pick, upon the Meaning and 
Purpose of Design, is an excellent summing 
up of the modern problem, and the two pro- 
cess and period charts of English design are 
valuable additions to the book. 


The Face of Scotland. By Harry Barsrorp 
and Cuartes Fry. London: B. T. Bats- 
ford, Ltd. Price 7s. 6d. net. 


This book undoubtedly justifies the claims 
submitted on the jacket, and well deserves 
the interesting foreword by Mr. John Buchan. 
It describes the beauties of Scotland with 
enthusiasm and understanding, and the whole 
book is written in a dignified and scholarly 
manner. ‘‘ Here are none of the familiar 
luscious rhapsodies which give plain people 
shivers down their spines.’’ And in these 
words Mr. John Buchan adequately and 
accurately conveys the whole tone and style 
of this book. 

An added value is given by the inclusion 
of a final chapter giving a brief outline of the 
rise and development of Scottish architecture. 
The familiar point is raised that the richness 
and elaboration that enters into Scottish 
buildings was due in no small degree to 
French influence—the result of the defensive 
alliance between Scotland and France, and 
the steady stream of intercourse maintained 
between them. There is, of course, the 
alternative theory that many of the extrava- 
gant ornamental features associated with the 
Scottish Baronial style were merely the 
transitional domestic. development of features, 
originally military in function, but retained 
long after the necessity for defence had gone. 

The collection of 115 photographs is remark- 
able in its beauty, and the jacket does not 
exaggerate when it claims that it is perhaps 
the finest series yet assembled in any volume 
of this nature. 
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SLUM CLEARANCE AND REHOUSING 


NEED FOR. STANDARD COMPONENTS. 


Tue Council for Research on Housing Con- 
struction in its first report on Slum Clearance 
and Rehousing laid considerable emphasis on 
the standardisation of building components 
as a means of promoting economy in design 
and construction of tenement dwellings. The 
investigations of the Council carried out by 
its technical panels led to the formulation of 
a range of type designs with special regard 
to the maximum degree of. flexibility in the 
lay-out of the individual dwelling normally 
required to meet housing needs. 

The work of the Council in this direction 
disclosed the necessity’ for a far-reaching 
measure of standardisation of the main build- 
ing components if the subsidised housing pro- 
gramme is to be carried. out economically and 
expeditiously, and in furtherance of its recom- 
mendations the Council has addressed the fol- 
lowing communication to the _ British 
Standards Institution :—

Dear Srr,—I desire on behalf of the Coun- 
cil for Research on Housing Construction to 
draw your attention to certain matters arising 
out of the conclusions contained in the Coun- 
cil’s recently published Report, ‘‘ Slum Clear- 
ance and Rehousing,’* which, it is submitted, 
fall within the province of the British 
Standards Institution. The matters in ques- 
tion relate to proposals for the standardisation 
of the components of building structures, with 
particular reference to the effects of such 
standardisation on the problem of slum clear- 
ance and rehousing. 

The standards the Council has in mind are 
not such as would be compulsorily required 
by building and other regulations, as is the 
case with many British Standard Specifica- 
tions to-day, but rather permissive standards 
to be recommended in the interests of economic 
housing. Such standardisation of building 
components as advocated by the Council in- 
volves more than the isolated standardisation 
of the dimensions of any given component ; 
it essentially includes the ultimate adoption 
of standard dimensions for each component, 
such that two or more components may be 
readily assembled together in one standardised 
whole. Dimensional standardisation should 
to this end be applied to each group of com- 
ponents in respect to the units of which such 
group is composed, as, for example, the fit- 
tings which together form the plumbing group 
of components. Suggestions to this end were 
made in the Council’s Report on pages 102 
and 105. 

It will be appreciated that the aspect of 
standardisation which is particularly .em- 
phasised by the Council is that relating to 
dimensions. In regard to quality, the Council 
adopts the view that within reasonable limits 
the widest possible latitude should be en- 
couraged in order to obtain a_ sufficient 
measure of competition to prevent either in- 
flated prices or shortage of supplies, and to 
ensure freedom from undue uniformity in 
design and finish. The Council desires to 
stress the fact that the nature and degree of 
standardisation which it advocates does not 
preclude wide variation in respect to the 
number and size of rooms in any given dwell- 
ing. It also wishes to emphasise that govern- 
mental encouragement of such a system of 
standardisation would tend to facilitate the 
operations of manufacturers by enabling them 
to extend the use of mass-production methods, 
by simplifying packing, stocking and distribu- 
tion, and by ensuring prompt delivery, and 
finally a reduction of repair and maintenance 
charges. 

The Council regards standardisation of 
building components in the sense indicated 
above as one of the most important contribu- 
tions which can be made towards the econo- 
mical provision of a higher grade of dwell- 


ings. Having regard to the magnitude of the 
housing problem with which the country is 
faced, to the financial obligations involved, 
and to the universal demand for higher 
standards of equipment and accommodation, 
it considers that the eventual introduction of 
such standardisation is inevitable, but prefers 
that it should be consciously conceived and 
scientifically based. 

The necessity for the adoption of special 
methods of dealing with the vast problems of 
slum clearance and overcrowding is now 
widely accepted, and the Council therefore 
feels that if standardisation is first centred 
upon the slum problem and the abatement of 
overcrowding, it would receive unanimous 
support. It fears, however, that unless con- 
certed action is taken immediately, much 
time and money will be expended disadvan- 
tageously before the full benefits of standardi- 
sation can be introduced. 

Recognising the very representative nature 
of the Building Divisional Council of the 
British Standards Institution, the Council for 
Research on Housing Construction therefore 
desires that its suggestions may be brought 
before that Council in order that they may 
be fully ventilated, and in this connection 
your Council will remember that the Minister 
of Health has recently invited the Association 
of Municipal Corporations to advise in the 
grouping or bulking of purchases of building 
components, and to this end a wide measure 
of standardisation under the co-operation of 
local authorities will be essential. 

Should the British Standards Institution 
decide to move in the matter, ihe Council 
would be pleased to collaborate by personal 
service on any Technical Committee or other- 
wise, in any action which the British 
Standards Institution may desire to take in 
order to achieve the end in view

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Sir John Sulman, F.R.1.B.A. 

We regret to record the death of Sir 
John Sulman, at the age of 86. Born 
at Greenwich in 1849, he was educated 
at the Greenwich Proprietary School. His 
architectural training was undertaken in 
London and he gained the Pugin Prize in 
1872. He practised in London until 1885, 
when he went to Sydney. Here he interested 
himself in particular in town .planning, his 
services in this respect being used by the New 
South Wales Government for a long period. 
He also lectured on thé subject at Sydney 
University. His most notable association with 
public life, however, was as chairman of the 
Federal Capital. Advisory Board, between 1921 
and 1924. The general design for the Federal 
capital of Canberra had been settled by 1914, 
but the War had delayed the work. Plans 
for its resumption were entrusted to an expert 
committee in 1921, and three years later pro- 
gressive construction (though only of tem- 
porary buildings) was begun again in accord- 
ance with the committee’s scheme, prepared 
under the guidance of Sir John Sulman. Sir 
John was a trustee of the National Art Gal- 
lery of New South Wales, and since 1919 he 
had been president of the gallery. He was 
knighted in 1924. He was elected Associate, 
R.I.B.A., in 1872 and Fellow in 1883. 


Mr. F. W. Jennings.

Mr. Jennings had been a director 
of that company and sales manager for a 
number of years, and had been associated 
with the company since 1902.

LXXVII.—‘‘ That no arbitrator should 
be appointed under the R.I.B.A. Contract 
unless specially qualified as such.” 

Srr,—It is somewhat surprising that 
“* Positive ’’ should not support his motion by 
some indication that present methods are not 
working well. It is surely usual to await the 
failure of existing methods, or, at any rate, 
some sign that failure approaches, before 
undertaking any drastic revision, but I have 
searched his statement for the slightest indi- 
cation that this is the case, so far as the 
arbitration clauses of the R.I.B.A. Contract 
are concerned. 

The occasions are very rare on which these 
clauses are put into operation, and still more 
rarely do we hear of instances where the 
award of an arbitrator is considered outra- 
geous. ‘‘ Positive’? apparently holds the 
theory that an ordinary practising architect 
is not likely to administer justice; otherwise 
I cannot conceive why he should think it 
worth while to put forward his proposal. 

Surely the chief reason for a technical arbi- 
trator is to take a technical matter entirely 
out of the hands of a lawyer, who is concerned 
mainly with an exact interpretation of the 
written law. We who are engaged in archi- 
tectural practice well know with what a 
broad sense of true justice the architect has 
to administer an undisputed contract, and 
how often a point of difference hinges upon 
practical experience in building. Specialised 
knowledge is usually gained at the expense 
of general knowledge, and if a man is to 
specialise as an arbitrator his general ex- 
perience as a practical architect is more likely 
to suffer, and, as a result, his ability to make 
a just award may suffer in direct proportion. 

The essence of arbitration in building dis- 
putes is that one thorough man of the world 
decides the merits of a dispute between two 
others of very like kind. He must be fully 
familiar with actual practice, otherwise he 
becomes no more than a particular kind of 
lawyer. It is almost inevitable that a train- 
ing for arbitrators would become centred 
primarily around those Acts of Parliament 
and codified law which govern building dis- 
putes in the Courts, and that the arbitrator’s 
court would become by these means little 
different from the ordinary law court. The 
arbitrator would become, in fact, no more 
than a judge without a wig. I am sure, 
however, that an attempt to formalise to a 
greater degree than at present exists the 
system of arbitration in building cases would 
be directly against the cause of equity. It 
has been my fortune, good or otherwise, to 
have been in touch with several arbitration 
cases, and I have been impressed in every 
case with the broad justice which has arisen 
out of the existing means of settling a build- 
ing dispute. It may seem strange that an 
attempt should be made to resist special 
training for any job, and particularly for one 
so responsible as that of the arbitrator. But 
the architect-arbitrator is .in a_ peculiar 
position. Professional practice itself involves 
continual arbitration in minor matters and 
the frequent making of awards in minor dis- 
putes between builder and client. The 
R.1I.B.A. Contract itself makes the architect 
administrating a job the quasi-arbitrator in 
many quite important matters. It seems, 
therefore, quite unnecessary to take from this: 
continual and live field of experience a num- 
ber of men to study and train for such 
dubious purposes. 

** Positive ’’ speaks lightly about distribut- 
ing his trained arbitrators over the various 
areas of the country, but he offers us no 
statistics to indicate the likely demand that 
will be made in any single locality for the 
services of his trained men. It seems to me 
extremely unlikely that there would be suffi- 
cient call for-the services of one man in more 
or less continual employment in, say, any 
single English county, or even probably in 
any group of five or six English counties. If 
there is not continual employment for the 
trained arbitrator, how is one to afford the 
time to train or make oneself available for 
cases as they arise? NEGATIVE.

A House at Tunbridge Wells. 

This house, for Mr. J. R. Eddison, is 
situated on the south side of St. Mark’s-road, 
Tunbridge Wells, on a large site, and has 
extensive views to the south-west. The fac- 
ing bricks are hand-made sand-faced multi- 
coloured, obtained from the High Brooms 
Brick Co. , Ltd. The roofs and walls above 
ground floor are covered with hand-made 
sand-faced tiles. The house is designed to 
provide a large living and music room, which 
is approached down two steps from the hall 
and dining-room, to give increased height. 
This feature was also made possible by the 
natural fall of the ground. Another feature 
of the house is the staircase, executed in 
English oak. 

Mr. W. A. Forsyth, F.R.LB/A., is the 
architect. 


Self-Contained Flats, Clapham Common. 

** Woodlands ”’ is a new block of 24 self- 
contained flats, erected at 24 and 25, North 
Side, Clapham Common, and letting at 
rentals from £75 to £110 per annum. The 
actual building is the conversion of No. 24 
(only the main walis and floors were retained) 
and the pulling down and rebuilding of No. 
25, with a view to creating a single block 
of flats. The flats vary in accommodation 
from one bed-sitting room flats to one sitting- 
room and two-bedroom flats. The rents in- 
clude rates, hot water supply, porterage and 
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box-rooms. The front elevation to Clapham 
Common is a modern treatment of silver- 
grey facing bricks relieved by dark Sussex 
grey bricks for the facing of the lintels and 
panels. The superimposed metal bay win- 
dows, the central feature of the building, are 
each 10 ft. wide by 8 ft. high. The bay win- 
dows are cantilevered on each floor and pro- 
vide a view over the Common. The central 
oak staircase, together with panelled en- 
trance hall, landings and lobbies, gives a dig- 
nified approach to the whole of the flats. 
Special consideration was given to sound- 
proofing, all the partitions and ceilings being 
faced with ‘ masonite ’ boarding before 
being plastered. Gas, electric light and 
power are installed throughout. Coal fire 
grates are fitted to reception rooms. The 
flats are approached by a drive, and a 
secluded garden at the back with lock-up 
garages completes the scheme. The con- 
tractors are the Lansdowne Building Co., 
South Lambeth, 8.W.8. The High Brooms 
Brick and Tile Co., Ltd., supplied all the 
hand-made silver-grey facings, and metal win- 
dows were by Messrs. John Thompson 
(Beacon Windows), Ltd. 

The architect is Mr. J. J. De Segrais, 
A.R.I.B.A., 8.A.D.G., architect to the Lans- 
downe Property Co., Ltd. 


Children’s Home, Romsey. 

This Home has been designed and erected 
for the Hampshire County Council to accom- 
modate thirty children under the care of the 
Public Assistance Committee. The plan con- 
tains a dining-room, day-room, staff-rooms, 
and four dormitories with bathrooms and 
usual offices. There is a detached play-shed 
at the rear of the building. The building is 
constructed with 1lin. cavity walls in Mid- 
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hurst white facings both externally and in- 
ternally, except in the foster parent’s rooms, 
which are plastered. The interior walls will 
ultimately be covered with flat paint. The 
roof is covered with moss bitten green pan- 
tiles, which harmonise well with the pleasant 
light cream colour of the Midhurst white 
facings. The ground-floor rooms have steel 
sliding sashes and frames, and steel case- 
ments in wood frames are used for the first- 
floor windows. The building, which was 
erected in 1932, contains about 66,033 cub. 
ft., and the cost has worked out at 9.04d. per 
cub. ft., total cost being £2,486 8s. 11d.

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THE MINISTRY OF HEALTH REPORT 


Tue Annual Report of the Ministry of 
Health, as we recorded last week, has just 
been issued for the year 1933-4, at the price 
of six shillings in place of five shillings, and 
it contains the usual wealth of information on 
matters dealt with by the Department, but 
in the present article we confine ourselves 
briefly to those questions of paramount im- 
portance—Slum Clearance and Housing. 

In, the last report the ‘‘ Five Year Pro- 
gramme ’’ was foreshadowed, and the result 
as on March 31, 1934, is stated at page 143 
to be that 1,679 programmes or nil returns 
had been received, of which 1,467 had been 
provisionally accepted, and that these pro- 
grammes provided for the demolition of 
268,457 houses with a population of 1,246,556 
and for the erection of 286,397 replacement 
dwellings, This may be said to show promise, 
but the rate of performance can be gathered 
from subsequent sections of the report. which 
deal with the position outside the County 
of London, that county being dealt with in 
a separate section upon which our readers 
have already been informed in our pages. 


Slum Clearance. 

The Housing Act, 1930, came into force 
August 14, 1930. During the year covered 
by this Report, 1,718 clearance areas were 
‘declared,’ with a population of 135,012, 
making the number from the passing of the 
Act up to the end of the year now reviewed 
2,418 areas with a population of 220,828, de- 
clared by 379 local authorities. ; 

During the year, 780 clearance orders, in- 
volving the displacement of 55,639 persons, 
were submitted, of which 491 orders were con- 
firmed, involving the displacement of 45,830 
persons, bringing the figures from the com- 
mencement of the Act to the end of the Pa 
under review up to 1,126 clearance orders, 
involving 90,935 persons, of which 705 were 
confirmed, involving 66,963 persons. 

During the year, 27 improvement areas 
were declared by 17 local authorities, involv- 
ing the displacement of 3,148 persons (848 by 
demolition of houses and 2,300 by the abate- 
ment of overcrowding). This brought the 
total number of such areas up to 53, involv- 
ing the displacement of 5,703 persons {2,575 
by demolition and 3,128 by abatement of 
overcrowding). The total number of local 
authorities who have declared such areas is 


During the year, 148 compulsory purchase 
orders, involving the displacement of 26,447 
persons, were submitted, and 114 such orders 
were confirmed, involving 23,844 persons, the 
figures from the passing of the Act being 
279 such orders, involving 53,961 persons 
submitted, and 194 involving 41,214 persons 
confirmed; whilst as regards purchase of 
clearance areas by agreement, during the 
year terms were arranged for the purchase of 
26 whole areas and 11 part areas containing 
4,270 persons, the figures from the passing of 
the Act being 53 whole areas and 19 part areas 
containing 8,334 persons. 

An analysis of the above figures as to 
population to be removed shows considerable 
progress in the year under review when com- 
pared with the figures from the emg of 
the Act up to March 31, 1933. Thus, clear- 
ance areas declared, 135,012 persons affected, 
as compared with 65,816; clearance orders 
submitted, 55,639 persons, as compared. with 
35,296; improvement areas, 3,148 persons, as 
against 2,555; and these three heads repre- 
sent 193,799 persons, to which have to be 
added 28,114 persons affected by compulsory 
purchase orders and clearance area agree- 
ments. 5s 

The clearance orders confirmed in the year 
involved 45,830 persons, and the compulsory 
purchase orders confirmed, 23,844, or a total 
of . 69,674 persons. This latter figure repre- 


sents the number of persons who will require - 
other accommodation at the earliest time, so 
we turn to the rehousing statistics, and it 
has to be noted that, the figures relating to 
houses built. for rehousing in connection: with 
slum clearance are not inal 


uded in the general 





housing statistics, but are given separately. 
During the year under review, approval was 
given to the erection of 20,829 dwellings 
definitely allocated to the Act of 1930, bring- 
ing the total number approved up to March 
31 to 32,716. But 9,294 other dwellings had 
been approved which might be allocated 
either to that Act or the Act of 1924. 

But the total number of houses completed 
by March 31 and allocated to the Act of 1930 
was only 17,569, of which 9,078 were com- 
pleted in the year under review, and this 
appears to us the weak spot disclosed in the 
report which calls for attention. 


Housing in General. 

The Housing (Financial Provisions) Act, 
1933, which terminated the subsidies payable 
under the Housing Act, 1923, and the Hous- 
ing (Financial Provisions) Act, 1924, was 
passed May 18, 1933. Under that Act, to 
obtain subsidies the proposals had to’ have 
been submitted before December 7, 1932, but 
grace was accorded to proposals ready for 
submission on that date but noi actually sub- 
mitted, and approximately 9,500 houses were 
covered by this latter provision. In with- 
drawing the subsidies the Government con- 
sidered that a free field would secure more 
normal conditions which would secure a 
large volume ard variety of. working-class 
dwellings for letting at competitive rents, 
and that private enterprise would take an 
important place in this, although in so far 
as private enterprise has failed. to provide 
houses in sufficient quantities and of suitable 
type, the onus of the provision of the houses 
required is resting with the local authorities. 

In certain quarters this policy has been 
the subject of much criticism, but the report 
states that since the Act was passed the 
statistics give reason to believe that the 
Government’s reliance on private enterprise 
as the main source of supply was not mis- 
placed. In the six months following the dis- 
cussion of the Bill in Parliament, the num- 
ber of new houses provided ‘by private enter- 
prise reached 87,088, or 24,632 more than 
in the corresponding six months of the pre- 
vious year; and during the twelve months 
ended March 31, 1934, the number of houses 
built by private enterprise without subsidy 
was 207,869. But the criticism spoken of is 
always directed to the question whether the 
houses erected are of the class required. and 
this point is dealt with in the Report. Until 
the latter half of the vear under review the 
returns made to the Minister did not indi- 
cate the rateable values of the houses pro- 
duced, but this has now been changed, and 
the returns for the half year ending March 
31, 1934, show that in that period, out of 
120,781 houses thus produced, 44,754 were of 
a rateable value of £13 (£20 in Greater 
London), or less, of which 13,014 were to 
be let. 

Sample inquiries made before this change 
was effected showed that. about 38 per cent. 
of houses so erected by private enterprise were 
‘*C”’ houses of the above rateable value, and 
about 19 per cent. were for letting, whereas 
outside Greater London the percentage of 
houses. to be let was as high as 35 per 
cent. The Report also adds that a further 
sample inquiry also indicated that the pur- 
chase of the new houses led to the vacating 
of existing accommodation, and thus to the 
improvement of the housing conditions of the 
poorer classes to a greater extent than might 
have been expected, and an example is given. 
It is also mentioned that. the Rent Restric- 
tion. Act,- 1933, by stabilising the rents of 
**C”? class houses, has assisted this move- 
ment... . ° ; 

The proposals of 84 local authorities for 
building without subsidy were approved up 
to March 31 last, and: the Report calls the 
attention of local authorities to the fact that 
the one-bedroomed type of house for aged 
persons does not attract. private enterprise, 
and in connection with this class the Minister 
has not regarded it.as necessary that the 
local authority should explore the possibility 
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P) 
of the provision of such dwellings by private 
enterprise before submitting proposals them- 
selves. 

The total number of houses built during 
the year under review was 266, a num- 
ber considerably greater than any numbers 
during the last period of six years; and the 
total number built without State assistance 
was approximately 209,836, and of these 
207,869 were erected by private enterprise, 
both of these being record figures as com- 
pared with those of any years since the War. © 

It is satisfactory to see that the average 
building price of all non-parlour houses in 
respect of which tenders were let or direct 
labour schemes were approved during the 
year under review was £289, as compared 
with £301 in the previous year, whilst the 
figures £285 for the quarter ending June, 
1933, and £286 for the quarter ending March, 
1934, are the lowest figures recorded since 
the War for the ordinary type ‘of non- 
parlour house.

Water Supply Miiary. 

Srr,—Can any of your readers help to solve 
the following apparent mystery? Some two 
years ago we built a house, and connected 
it to the main water supply of the Corpora- 
tion in the road. Six months ago an addi- 
tional house was erected on the adjoining 
plot by another firm of builders, and was 
connected to the same water main as house 
No. 1. It is now possible in house No. 1 to 
tell exactly when they are using the cold 
taps in house No. 2—the action of shutting 
off water causing vibration and sound in 
No. 1. 

The water pipes of both houses are con- 
nected to the Corporation’s 4 in. main, and a 
4in. service pipe taken off. We have ex- 
amined the service of No. 1, and adjusted 
all loose washers to taps and separated all 
pipes that were close together, or in con- 
tact, with pads of felt, and removed any nails 
that would touch the pipes, but still the 
sound continues. Is it possible to devise an 
arrangement that could be fixed to the water 
pipe of No. 1 house (say, just inside the 
boundary) to absorb this noise before reach- 
ing the house? If so, we should much appre- 
ciate particulars.

Clay Foundations. 
[ANsweRs To “‘ Susursia,’”’ Aucust 10.] 
Sim,—Settlements of this nature are 
generally more unsightly than dangerous, but 
they often involve internal cracks which 
necessitate extensive redecorations, etc. The 
filling in of these cracks with cement very 
solidly grouted in is not advisable, since, 
with the coming of the wet weather, reverse 
cracks may appear by force of leverage. 
Underpinning to a depth of four feet is the 
only safe way of preventing movements from 
this cause, and even in such cases care must 
be taken that all parts subject to differences 
in weather conditions are equally well 
founded. 
FouNpDaATIONS. 


Srr,—So far no comment has appeared in 
your columns on the suggestion made in your 
issue of the 10th inst. (p. 238) that settle- 
ment through drought on clay soils may be 
arrested by the application of water around 
the affected footings. This procedure is 
pretty obviously sound in theory, and might 
be useful (where practicable) as an emer- 
gency measure, but it seems to me that in 
general the drying up of ciay is rather to be 
encouraged—on the assumption that though 
a wall may sink progressively while the clay 
beneath it is drying, it never rises again when 
the clay is exposed to wet, and therefore after 
drought long enough continued it is likely to 
have “‘ settled ’’ finally, and cracks, etc., then 
repaired should be safe from reopening; 
whereas if the drying is artificially arrested, 
movement will begin again with another 
dry season, and the wetting process again 
become necessary! But is this ‘‘ one-way ”’ 
assumption strictly true? An experienced 
builder assures me that it is, but I should 
much like to hear further evidence about it.

White Cement Rendering: Redecoration. 

[Answers to ‘‘Sneep,’’ Ave. 17.] 
Srr,—With reference to this inquiry, I 
would suggest that the inquirer should wash 
down the stucco surface with a 20 per cent. 
solution of muriatic acid. This is the method 
usually employed to restore an “ Atlas 
White ’’ stucco rendering to its natural 
colour, All that is required is a good stiff 
brush and plenty of elbow grease. I believe 
the cost of the operation described above is 

roughly 2s. 3d. to 2s. 6d. per yard super.

Sir,—The cement rendering should now be 
quite inert and would take lime wash. A 
better method would be a wash of white 
cement.

Srm,—Limewash, bound with alum, would 
be suitable for redecorating a white cement 
rendering, and no chemical action would take 
~~ between the rendering and the wash. 

owever, a white water-paint, of exterior 
quality, would be more serviceable and 
reliable. The best results would be obtained 
by spraying the limewash or the water-paint 
on to the walls. THomas Foster. 


Str,—Whitewash is not to be recommended 
as it soon discolours. Any possibility of 
reaction can be prevented by applying a 
primary coat of zinc sulphate solution made 
up from three pounds of zinc sulphate to one 
gallon of water. A good coat of exterior oil 
paint of the desired colour can then’ be 
applied. If expense is not to be considered, 
a final coat of hard outside varnish is to be 
recommended. A paint containing zinc 
oxide will be found good, as it is very 
resistant to discoloration. W. E. W. 


Choked Drains: Method of Clearing. 
[Answers To ‘“‘ W. T. L.,”? Ava. 17.] 


Sir,—A deep grease trap should be fitted 
at the discharge of each sink, in which 
molten grease can collect and solidify without 
checking the outlet. This is fitted with a 
tray which can be lifted out and emptied 
periodicaliy. DRaINs. 


Smr,—To avoid clogging the septic tank 
system with grease and oatmeal waste, a 
large pattern of grease trap, obtainable from 
most merchants at about £10-£15, should be 
fitted. However, since sewers are available, 
it might well pay to instal an automatic 
electric or hydraulic pump, to pump up the 
waste from a cesspit into the intercepting 
chamber which is connected to the sewers.

Sm,—The only satisfactory remedy would 
be to use a grease trap or traps. These should 
be fixed so that the grease is removed before 
the water enters thé main drainage system 
or before the places where the choking occurs.

Decoration of Leasehold Property.

Sm,—It is somewhat unusual for the 
ground landlords not to enforce the covenants 
of the leases of the houses in the terrace of 
eight. It is obvious that ‘“‘N. R.” has no 
remedy against the other owners in the 
terrace, nor can he expect them to assist 
him, in all these circumstances, in an 
remedy he has against the ground landlords. 
He has a remedy against these ground land- 
lords if he can show (as he no doubt is able 
to) that he has suffered damage—and in that 
he will have to proceed single-handed. His 
remedy against them is in an action for 
damages consequent on their failure to en- 
force the covenant of the lease on the other 
owners of the terrace. As to this, he should 
first take legal advice. Lex. 


Hot Water Storage Tanks. 
[Answer to ‘‘ Prumper,’”’ Avucust 10.] 
Srr,—The best way to remedy corroded 

tanks is to put a patch of sheet metal over 
the corroded area. The patch should extend 
right over the weakened metal and be welded 
or riveted to the sound metal. The ravages 
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of corrosion can be largely prevented by 
frequent cleaning and keeping the internal 
surfaces painted. Some waters are very 
favourable to electrolytic corrosion; they 
may contain impurities in solution and be 
electrically conducting. Hard or acid waters 
should be treated, if possible. As corrosion 
cannot be entirely prevented, frequent in- 
spection is advisable so that repairs can be 
made before corrosion proceeds so far as to 
make effective repairs difficult or —.

MORE ESSAYS ON BUILDING SUBJECTS—VIII. 


By J. R. TAYLOR. 


DETAILING FOR ECONOMY.—I. 


In the name of economy much work, 
especially a work, is carried out at a 
low first cost, but in a manner that by 
occasioning an early need for repairs and 
renewals is not really economical. Much 
trouble is traceable to the constant effort 
made to reduce cost by modification of tra- 
ditional detailing without a proper under- 
standing of its origin. If old detailing is 
examined it may be found to be over-elabor- 
ate for the needs and tastes of our times; 
but if it is studied it will usually be found 
to meet adequately some structural need. 
The old craftsman cut away surplus material, 
and in so doing added beauty, but behind 
his carving there was knowledge of the quali- 
ties and the limitations of the material with 
which he worked. A drip moulding, for 
instance, placed over an external door or 
window opening could not in the beginning 
of things have been merely ornamental. It 
must have been preceded by some ae 
member in timber or stone, so placed to 
divert or throw off water from the opening. 
Probably it projected squarely at first, was 
later weathered, and ultimately carved or 
moulded. And so it is, or should be, in all 
detailing; under the ornamental should be 
found a practical purpose. The real reason 
for placing an architrave around an internal 
door casing was to hide and protect the joint 
between plastering and woodwork. The 
reasons for grooving and beading one edge 
of match boarding and tonguing the other 
are both practical and ornamental; for when 
the joints open a little as the result of 
shrinkage, the disfigurement is disguised by 
the bead, and the tongue still fills the yap 
to the exclusion of draught. In this light 
we propose to examine in this and some 
succeeding essays some of the modifications 
made in detailing in the cheaper kinds of 
building, pointing out some of the defects 
that may follow where the changes are made 
without sufficient thought. 


Foundation and Floor Level. 


One of the most constant sources of 
trouble with cheaply-built houses is that 
foundations are not placed deeply enough in 
the ground, and the ground floors are placed 
at too low a level. Much trouble with foun- 
dations can be avoided by using concrete 
more freely and reinforcing it, and that with- 
out any increase in cost as compared with 
burying brickwork. Some builders even now 
do not appreciate that, on a level site, costs 
can be reduced by laying down a reinforced 
concrete raft, covering the whole area of the 
building, and forming a solid ground floor. 
Yet it will be readily enough granted that 
there would be no need to cut through a 
reinforced concrete roadway in order to give 
stability to a two-story building, if it were 
proposed to build on such a road. A method 
that has in’ several cases been adopted with 
complete success may be of interest. In one 
instance a small two-story house was to be 
built on a corner plot standing about two 
feet above the roads bounding it on two 
sides, or rather one side and one end. The 
site was level, but below some eight inches 
of surface soil was sand, succeeded by fine 

avel, and at eight feet deep water. When 
eats lorries passed there was perceptible 
vibration. It was suggested that a saving in 
cost would be effected by laying down a 
concrete raft, and the following method was 
adopted. The surface soil was removed and 
concrete two feet wide and eight inches thick 
was placed only where the main walls oc- 
curred, the partition walls being ignored. 
This concrete was reinforced with three rows 
of $in. mild steel bar. The interior was then 
brought up to concrete level with pitching, 
blended with gravel dug from a sufficiently 


distant position on the site of the garden. 
After this had been well consolidated, six 
inches of concrete, reinforced with fabric 
such as is used in road construction, was laid 
over the whole area, including that for walls. 
This portion of the work was carried out on 
a cost plus percentage basis before tenders 
for the superstructure were sought, and the 
results were completely satisfactory. 

An advantage of this form of construction 
is that the superstructure, if the concrete be 
of good quality, is placed out of reach of 
ground damp. With hollow floor construction 
the concrete ‘‘mat’’ is almost invariably 
placed below finished surface level, with the 
almost inevitable result that damp will 
sooner or later penetrate to the space below 
floor. It would, of course, be possible to lay 
down a waterproof mat, and to build the 
walls up to dampcourse levels in water- 
proofed cement mortar, and then, by pro- 
viding ample ventilation, keep this space dry. 
But the point is that so much care as this 
would imply is not given to the construction 
of cheap houses, whereas a form of construc- 
- that does not add to cost should find 
avour, 


Ventilation of Floor Space. 


Where sifes slope sharply the provision 
of a raft such as that described would not 
be so economical, because of the necessity of 
regarding it as a floor only. Even so, it 
will often be found to be worth while to give 
it consideration as an alternative method of 
construction to that of the joisted and 
boarded floor. If the work be measured up 
and carefully priced it will be found that 
the difference in cost is surprisingly small. 
But assuming that a joisted and boarded 
floor is going to be used, it is important 
that precautions should be taken to prevent 
an outbreak of dry rot. The efficient ventila- 
tion of the space between the concrete mat 
and the floorboards is of great importance. 
This does not present much difficulty where 
the house is detached and all the principal 
ground floors are boarded, for then through 
ventilation is usually easily attained. Where 
solid forms of flooring are used, pipes laid 
in the concrete may be employed to secure 
through ventilation, but it needs some 
thought to place them to the best advantage. 
In the writer’s experience the points at 
which outbreaks of dry rot most frequently 
originate are at bay windows and under 
cupboards built into the recesses formed by 
a chimney breast. It is probably only a 
coincidence that the presence of a cupboard 
should be so frequently noted in connection 
with the attack, but it is certainly a fact 
that the projection of the breast, plus that 
of the fender walls surrounding ‘the hearth, 
forms pockets of more or less stagnant air. 
In selecting ventilators, or as they are nearly 
always called, air bricks, regard should be 
had to their design. If the apertures are 
large, mice may get through, and if too 
small they may eventually become choked. 
Unfortunately, the average householder 
seldom considers it necessary to have them 
cleaned out; nor is his attention drawn to it 
by writing a clause into a specification for 
periodical repainting, demanding that at that 
time they shall be cleaned. The writer 
walked around a large housing estate last 
year that had suffered severely from a very 
bad attack of dry rot a few years ago. As 
the result of this outbreak large numbers of 
additional ventilators had been put in at 
much expense; but when the writer went 
round, scores of ventilators were noted to be 
covered with garden plants, or nearly 
covered with soil. The surest way to stop 
that sort of thing is to put a solid concrete 
path right round the blocks, and the same 
remark holds good in respect of individual 
houses, 


Treatment gf Floor Timbers, 

The ideal treatment for joists and wall 
plates in ground floors is to creosote them 
under pressure. The one weakness of this 
is that it is so seldom practicable to have 
this done in such a way as entirely to obviate 
any cross-cutting after treatment. There are, 
however, available a number of wood pre- 
servatives that give good penetration, 
especially on end grain. It is not feasible 
so to treat the floorboards, but they can be 
brush treated on at least the underside, and 
it is then unlikely that they will be attacked. 
Some of the preservatives are, however, quite 
suitable for application as a stain. The 
backs of wooden skirtings and the grounds 
to which they are to be fixed should also be 
treated. This is advice that has been ten- 
dered by many writers, but the unfortunate 
thing is that it does not receive attention 
from the majority of’ those who erect small 
houses for sale. Nothing short of a stiffen- 
ing up of building by-laws will stop the 
constant outbreak of attacks from dry rot 
that occasion such widespread and serious 
damage. 

To paint timber with the object of pro- 
tecting it, and leave some of the surfaces 
uncovered, or at the most only primed, is 
foolish. Skirtings, door casings, window 
linings and architraves are often fixed with- 
out the protection of a coat of priming to 
their backs; and, as all who do repairs know, 
it is usually from the back that disease 
spreads. To give protection to all timber in 
contact with walls would be in the long run 
economical. But the difficulty that arises 
when houses are built and offered for sale is 
that prospective customers usually know 
nothing about such matters as these. Detail- 
ing for cheapness is one thing, but for 
economy another.

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ANCIENT LIGHTS 


SKYMETER FOR DETERMINING SILL 
RATIOS. 


ANYONE who has had to prepare isophotal 
diagrams by geometrical and snaletenl 
methods in connection with easements of 
light knows how laborious the work is, 
though, when done, the results obtained are 
physical facts and not matters of opinion. 
Consequently, several workers at the subject 
have invented instruments for the purpose of 
simplifying the work. The latest of these 
has been made and patented by Mr. A. 8. E. 
Ackermann, B.Sc. (Engineering), A.M.I.C.E. 
It is a simple instrument for determining sill 
ratios, which does not involve any photo- 
graphic or photometric work; thus, much 
time, work and expense are saved, as there 
is no developing and drying of the plate. 
nor the enlarging, printing and fixing of the 
print. Nor is any grille used. We have 
been furnished with the following descrip- 
tion of the instrument (shown below) :— 

A pane of clear glass is fixed in a frame 
to which are attached two radius bars, one 
on each side. The other ends of these bars 
are pivoted so that the glass may be raised 
or lowered in a vertical Bac to any required 
angle, this being done by a vertical screw, 
the top end of which engages with the bottom 
horizontal part of the frame of the glass. 
The sine of the angle of elevation of the 
centre of the glass is read directly from a 
point in one of the radius bars. The eye 
piece is merely a small hole in a circular 
metal plate, supported on trunions, the hole 
being on the axis of the pivots of the radius 
bars, and at the standard height of 2 ft. 9 in. 
from the floor of the room. The instrument 
is made of wood except where there are 
metal pivots, bolts and hinges—then the 
moving parts are metal on metal. Its weight 
complete is 831b. and it folds flat for con- 
venience of carriage. The focal length, i.e., 
the distance of the glass from the eye-piece, 
is 13in.; consequently it gives a diagram 
which is sixteen times the area of a photo- 
graph taken with a photo-theodolite having 
a focal length of only 34 in. 

To use the instrument, it is set up with 
the eye-piece at the point where it is de- 
sired to determine the sill-ratio. The instru- 
ment is made to face the window, and the 
glass raised or lowered until its centre (at 
the intersection of the horizontal line and 
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vertical scale, both on the glass) corresponds 
with the estimated mass centre of the area 
of the sky. The sine of the angle of eleva. 
tion is read, and the outline of the patch of 
sky is traced on the glass by means of a pen 
and ink while the observer is looking through 
the eye-piece. In most cases the head and 
sides or reveals of the window are straight 
lines, so that only four dots need be marked 
on the glass to represent them, and the only 
irregular outline that has to be drawn is 
that of the roofs, chimney pots, domes and 
dormer windows of the obstructing buildings. 
This irregular outline forms the bottom boun- 
dary of the patch of sky. There are two 
pins which fix the radius bars rigidly at 
tight angles to the glass; on these being 
removed, the glass can be rotated on two 
pivots into a horizontal position. A sheet of 
transparent paper is placed on the glass, the 
sky diagram is traced’ on to it, and the centre 
of the glass is also marked on the paper. 
The area of this diagram is measured by 
means of a planimeter. This area multiplied 
by the sine of the angle of elevation and 
divided by a single constant, gives the sill 
ratio of the point at which the instrument 
was set up. 

If after the diagram has been traced on to 
the paper it is found that the centre of the 
glass does not coincide with the mass centre 
of the diagram, then a simple calculation 
corrects the sine of the angle of elevation. 
This, when necessary at all, is usually only a 
small correction. No such correction appears 
to be made when the photographic method is 
used. If by that method the necessary 
angle of elevation happens to correspond 
exactly with that for which a grille has been 
made, then all is well, but if the angle is, 
say, 374 deg., while the grilles available are 
either for 30 deg. or 45 deg., then some error 
occurs. The whole process of determining 
the sill ratio at any one point takes under 
half an hour. The instrument, we are in- 
formed, has been tested both by means of 
the analytical method and by results obtained 
by the photographic method. The differences 
have been under one per cent., and usually 
much less than this.

Compulsory Marking of Foreign Goods. 

At the request of the Board of Trade, the 
Federation of British Industries has had this 
question under review, through the medium 
of its Merchandise Marks Committee, which 
is. representative of a wide range of trades. 
As a result of their careful deliberations, and 
after consultation with the chief Trade Asso- 
ciations throughout the country, the Execu- 
tive Committee has decided to inform H.M. 
Government that the compulsory marking of 
all foreign goods is undesirable in the interests 
of British manufacturers. The Committee, 
however, agree ‘that modification of the 
present procedure, in order to make it easier 
for these trades which desire marking orders 
to obtain them, may be desirable, and, in 
particular, expressed the opinion that the 
Board of Trade should, in future, be readier 
than in the past to impose orders upon im- 
portation and not merely upon sale.

REDUCTION OF DISTRIBUTION COSTS. 

Details of a national campaign to protect 
the small trader by inaugurating a practical 
scheme to reduce distribution costs have 
reached us from the Traders’ Defence Asso- 
ciation. In connection with the Road and 
Rail Act, it is pointed out that while the 
railway companies prior to January 1, 1934, 
were bound by law ‘‘ To make equal charges 
to all persons in like circumstances’ and 
‘To accord no undue preference to any 
person, company or description of traffic,”’ 
the Road and Rail Traffic Act of 1933 indi- 
cated a change in that policy in relation to 
transport charges which are, of course, a vital 
factor in the well-being of any trader. Now 
Railway Companies may, subject to the con- 
sent of the Railway Rates Tribunal, make 
‘agreed charges” for the carriage of goods. 
A number of such ‘‘ agreed charges’’ have 
already been applied for and granted, and 
take the form of a flat rate per ton, irrespec- 
tive of distance. In one instance the flat rate 
granted is a small percentage of the purchase 
price of the goods to be carried. In these 
new facilities, the Association states, lies a 
very real danger to the small trader. Large 
concerns, multiple shops, etc., by virtue of 
their large turnover, can bargain with the 
railway companies and obtain a preferential 
‘agreed charge.’’ 

The Traders’ Defence Association has been 
formed to protect traders whose business will 
suffer under Part II of the Road and Rail 
Traffic Act, 1933, and all traders who are 
interested should address their inquiries to 
the Secretary, at 37, St. Nicholas-street, 
Bristol.
